Acknowledgements 

1. Applicants' response filed September 23, 2005 is acknowledged. Accordingly, claims 1- 
7 and 15-22 remain pending. 

2. This application is assigned Paper Number 20051210. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-7 and 15-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Boicourt et. al. (U.S. 2001/0029475 Al)("Boicourt"). Boicourt discloses the claimed invention 
including a general ledger file, a general journal file, and a reports file [0056]; an overlay system 
(the ledger Journal file that includes adjusted journal entries (AJE) [0089]; and first and second 
data sets (the General Journal has adjusted entries for differing points in time); and the system 
creates reports of the AJE's. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicants' arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are not persuasive 
because alleged provisional application is not legible. Moreover, because the provisional is not 
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used in a priority claim and because the declaration does not point out where in the provisional 
application the claimed subject lies, the declaration is considered not persuasive.
